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CHAPTER VII. 

After Many Days. 

We will suppose that several days of blighted hopes have 
passed over your head; that some days you have seen nothing 
but tracks, and occasional long jumps, and on others only a tall 
or two glimmering out of sight In the dark deptbB of timber or 
over a ridge. We will suppose this because It Is most likely to 
be true, and nothing should be concealed from you. On the 
contrary It Is far better to know fully the obstacles before you so 
that you will know that want of progress Is your own fault, and 
one which you share with all beginners. 

We will also suppose—what Is quite certain to be true If you 
have any spirit of the chase In you— that these days of disap¬ 
pointment have been days full of profit, and rich In experience; 
that your eye has become keener, more widely ranging and com¬ 
prehensive in Its glance, more familiar with all the features of 
the forest, detecting Instantly shapes and spots before unnoticed, 
and penetrating thicket and brush which at first appeared almost 
Impenetrable; that your step has become lighter and more elas¬ 
tic, your foot at once feeling a stick beneath It while your eyeB 
are fixed far away; your coat and legs avoiding brush as If In¬ 
stinctively; your ears more keenly alive to every noise, and your 
whole being worked up Into a combination of watchfulness and 
caution. 

We will suppose, too, that you have duly studied the lessons 
you have bad, and are getting quite an Idea of the kinds of 
ground ou which a deer may be expected to be found at any par¬ 
ticular time of day, as well as of those kinds upon which he »ill 
probably not be found. With this Improvement upon you we 
will try the woods again. 

That lazy loafer Apollo, Is not yet out of bed, but has kicked 
off enough bed-clothes to flood the east with sufficient silvery 
6been to enable you to see a deer, and again we glide along the 
oak ridges. The morning Is cool and crisp, and the leaves crackle 
a little beneath our feet; but the breeze Is quite fresh, so that 
by going against It we shall not be heard very far. 

Half a mile we go without seeing anything; the squirrel 
whisks his bruBhy tall over the ground; the ruffed grouse drums 
aloDg the little creek; the porcupine drops twigs from his break¬ 
fast table In the high trees above us, and the woodpecker beats 
his tattoo on the old dead limb; but all'else Is still. Why, thjsn, 
do you Btop so suddenly as your eyes just rise over the crest of 
this ridge, and on wbat are they gazing so earnestly! Why that 
convulsive movement of the rifle; that tremor through all the 
limbs; the double quick galop of your heart, and sudden flood 
tide In all the chanuels of life! 

Abl I see. On yonder ridge, 150 yards away, a small animal 
Is dimly visible through the cloud of twigs end branches betwetn 
us. But can It be a deer! It looks small and dark, and lacks 
all that graceful shape of a deer that we see In the fine engrav¬ 
ing on your rifle lock-plate. Its head Is low down, and 
stuck out like a long necked goat, while Its nether extremity 
looks kind of angular, In fact, almost square. It Is not a very 
enchanting bit of symmetry, and seems to be lacking In those 
elegant horns that are so essential to the regulation deer. It la 
walking too, and seems to be making tolerably good time, and 
to tell the truth, my friend, something must be done pretty soon 
If you propose to Inspect It any more closely. 

You Bee at a glance the folly of shooting at a walking mark of 
such small size at such a distance, through twigs and branches 
too, that would be very likely to deflect your bullet. You see, 
too, the Impossibility of getting across the flat In time, even If 
you could do so unobserved. But you also notice with equal 
quickness, that It is walking with the wind, and right along the 
top of the ridge, and also that the ridge you are on connects with 
the one on which the deer Is some 250 yards In the same direc¬ 
tion It Is going. With surprising quickness and silence you back 
off the ridge you are on, run down along It to about where It 
joins the other, and slip up It again within eye range of the 
other. Nothing In sight yet, so you may glide ahead a few paces 
on this ridge the deer Is on, until you get In such position that 
you can see the low ground on the other side of it In case he 
should leave It. 

Now, down quick, for here be comes! Drop behind this log 
and keep perfectly still. Do you see It yonder, a dull piece of 
dark grey very slowly moving in the brush? Watch it closely 
now, for It may slip by without your knowing It, and don't shoot 
until I tell you a story about a friend of mine, a dilettante sports¬ 
man. 

I saw him on a frosty morn, 

When on the A ultimo air were borne 
Those weird, Inspiring, thrilling sounds, 

The clanging touee of claffiorous hounds. 

“ How sweet," said be " the music floats 
And rolls In wild, tumultuous notes, 

" Now ringing up tno mountain side, 

" Now waxing, waning, like the tide, 

"Or swinging lood across the dell, 

" Like Pandemonium's Carnival!" 

'Swift bounds his blood In hot career 
When bursts the uproar on his ear; 

And hope and Fear alternate play 
Prom bounding Joy lo dork dismay. 

As louder, nearer bays the pack 
Cold shivers dauca along bis back; 

From top to too hie limbs all tingle, 

Hla quaking knee-pans almost Jingle, 

Hot flashes o'er him gaily scramble. 

And queer seoeatlons o'er him amble, 
lie feels his heart erratic beat, 

And nearly molts with Inward heat. 

And giaspe with quivering baud the gun, 

Ae ou tbey come wllb ringing run.. 


Then soon there came a crashing sound 
Of hoofs tbat spurned the brushy ground, 

Close followed by a endden amasb, 

Ae o’er a bush with headlong dash 
Right toward him came a lordly buck. 

",Ye gods " he chattered, " I’m In lack, 

"Gosh I Wlist a grand and splendid sight! 

"Those spirit eyes so wildly bright 1 
“ And antlers o’er hie shapely head, 

"That proud defiance seem to shud, 

"As lu the morning buu they shine, 

“ With rugged base and polished tlnel 
"What graceful form ana glossy vest! 

"And massive neck and brawny chest!" 

With lofty spring he cleared the ground, 

Scattered the leaves and dirt around. 

And gaily skipped the opening through, 

Waved with his flag a fond adieu. 

And faded from hie ravished eye 
JuBt as the bounds came foaming by. 

He rent hie locks with frenzied yank. 

And yelled "Blank, blank, my blank to blank; 

“T’was so blanked graud to see him run, 

. I quite forgot the blank, blanked gun." 

Here comes your animal now In plain sight. It will pass you 
on a slanting course about twenty yards to your right. If you 
were an experienced shot on game you could take it while It Is 
moving; but being a novice you bad better halt it so as to make 
sure. Say mah, plainly and distinctly, but not too loud. 

"Mahl” 

Presto 1 Wbat a change! The awkward looking thing 1 b sud- 
denly reeolved ae by the stroke of an enchanter’s wand Into all 
the grace and symmetry of the artist's deer, and stands In the 
light of the rising sun with coat bulging with fatness and shining 
with sleekness, Its dark eyes turned inquiringly toward you, and 
Its delicate eare thrown forward to catch the slightest sound. 
It'B a line doe of full 150 pounds, and her distance Is only thirty 
yards. Hold on the shoulder about five Inches up and pull. 

The story has had Its Intended effect In cooling you down and 
keeping off that form of buck ague. With a hand quite firm you 
raise the rifle; your eye glances along the' sights and sees tbey 
are In line with the mark; and with a thrill of joy you touch the 
trigger. 

At the crack of the rifle the doe skips away Id gentle undula¬ 
tions and her flag rides like a white-cap, each rolling billow of 
hercouree,until It dissolves In a moment in the sea of timber and 
brush. 

Too close, my friend; that’s all. 

“Too close? How can a thing be too close?” 

Too.close, nevertheless. It looked too big and made you too 
sure of It, eo that you did not sight as carefully as you should 
have done. 

“ But I saw the Bights plainly and was as cool as a Greenland 
cucumber.” 

No doubt. But you did not draw them down fine enough. 
You took a careless aim such as you would with a shot-gun, 
whereas you should have held precisely as you would have done 
to hit a two-inch bull’s-eye. Thle Is one of the commonest forms 
of missing a deer. So take now your first lesson In shooting, 
viz., that a deer et a distance where yon could almost bit It with 
a stone, may be easily missed with a rifle by the most trifling 
carelessness In aiming. Never try to shoot like the heroes you 
read about In books, pulling the- trigger tbe Instant tbe rifle 
comes to a level; that will come of Itself with time, although 
none ever do it on a very fine shot. But let your rifle lie long 
enough at rest to be sure It Is right before you pull; and get the 
front sight down fine. 

But you should never let a deer you have shot at go off with¬ 
out making sure you have not hit It. With such a small bored 
rifle as you have it Is often neeessary to follow a deer a quarter 
or half a mile to make sure. 8be went off with an easy rolling 
canter, and flag well up. When struck they generally drop the 
tall and strike a lumbering, plunging gallop or sometimes a trot. 
But neither of these Blgos Is reliable, nor Is tbelr absence reliable. 
Go and examine tbe ground carefully on the other side of where 
ehe stood, and see If you And hair. Then take tbe track and fol¬ 
low It at least three hundred yarde and see If there le any sign of 
staggering, stumbling, or slipping much, or sign of blood, It Is 
best to follow generally to the first place where they stop to look 
back, for If wounded they will generally show It there. Many 
deer ere lost by neglecting a thorough examination of this kind. 
On one occasion I found a bloody track In tbe enow one afternoon 
with no hunter’e track after It, and soon found the deer dead, 
with a bullet hole through Its beck. Ae It corresponded with 
the rifle I was then using, and looked like a deer I bad Bhot 
at that morning, I followed the trail back till I found where I had 
given It up In the morning. It had run about half a mile before 
blood began to show or Its steps began to get unsteady. I had 
followed It about a quarter of a mile In the morning. I know 
numerous Instances of deer runnlog a quarter of a mile when 
mortally wounded, and even when shot through the heart, with¬ 
out showing any sign of It whatever until just before they fell. 

After spending another hour on the ridges without seeing any¬ 
thing but a few tracks of Jumps where you have started deer un¬ 
seen, a thing you will never be able to entirely overcome, you 
conclude to try the old slash again. As you go up a long, low 
flat, covered with black haw, thorn apple and other bushes, some¬ 
thing catches your eye at a distance. It Is only a dark spot In 
some brush, a bit of log or stump perhaps; but It will bear Invest¬ 
igation, you think. You Immediately step around to the back 
side of tbat ridge that overlooks tbe flat, cautiously ascend, and 
stop the Instant your eyes come In sight of the flat. But there Is 
nothing to be seen. Yon have learned, however, not to decide 
too qnlckly about such things; so you stand about five minutes 
scanning every spot or patch In sight, and studying every bush. 
Suddenly you>ee something move, and a delicate bead come-up 
over the edge of some low brush and nip off some twigs. 

And now you see Its body and something like a pair of small 
horns glistens on Its head. A fine spike buck, my boy, and now 
be careful, for It Is one hundred yards at least and down bill, too. 

Bang, goes the rifle; the bock takes two jumps and strikes a 
sculpturesque attitude. He Is evidently lost In wonder aDd looks 
all around, not knowing which way to run. 


Bang, goes another shot; he rune a few jumps and stops again. 

The rifle now trembles like a leaf In your hand; bang, It goes; 
the buck takes a few more jumps, stops a second for another 
look, and then suddenly fades In a dissolving view. 

“Well, what’s the matter now, I surely took good aim that 
time?” 

No, you did not. You were the victim of a very common error 
which a novice will fall Into, and even the expert mUBt be con¬ 
tinually on hie guard agalnBt It,viz., overshooting. The tendency 
to do thle, especially doum hill, and even on a long shot where 
one would suppose the drop of tbe bell would balance It, is one 
of the mystorlouB things about tbe use of the rifle on game. A 
shot made with the utmost coolness, and with tbe rifle aimed eo 
tbat you are positive It la low enough will often overshoot a deer. 
Thle le not any optleal UlnsiOD, nor Is there any deflection of the 
llnee of light to cause It, but It Is simply from catching too much 
of tbe front sight and holding too high up on tbe game. You 
must the next time make the front sight the most prominent ob¬ 
ject of attention and be sure you draw It down fine. 

You reach tbe old slash at last and after a long tramp without 
seeing anything you are about to return to camp disappointed 
again, when In coming along an old logging road tbat runs 
through a little baBtu In one corner of the slash, you are suddenly 
riveted by an apparition. Within twenty-five yards of yon stands 
broadside, and looking directly at you a monstrous buck, with 
great thick neck, wide branching, shiny horns, glossy fur, bright 
staring eyes, and great grey ears turned full upon you. Where 
be came from or how be got there you know Dot. You saw noth¬ 
ing move and heard no sound. This 16 one of those streaks of 
fortune that will occasionally befall one, even a greenhorn. He 
probably rose directly out of hie bed, and you will likely find It 
underneath him. 

But a cold shiver has started In your hair and descended like a 
shower bath to your feet; your baud shakes like an aspen leaf, 
and the rifle sights wobble all over as you look along them. You 
tblDk of your previous misses, of tbe necessity of making this 
last chance for to-day effective; and what Is worst of all, of the 
large amount of toothsome tld-blta beneath that beaming pelt; 
and all thle makee you tremble etlll more. 

Take down the gun and take a second’s breathing time, for 
there 1s more chance of his standing than of you bitting him In 
your present state of tremor. 

You can’t wait, eh? Go on then. 

Bang, goes the rifle, followed by an expeditious evanescence of 
unimpaired venison, and some ejaculations of vigorous tenor 
from a bunch of blighted hopee behind the rifle. 

You’ve bad auotber form of buck ague, that’s all. A little 
different you see, from tbe kind I told you about In that story; 
but still quite as effective, though less absurd. It la quite com¬ 
mon to suppose tbat tbe buck ague does not trouble one after 
one or two shots. But this Is a great mistake. It Is liable to 
occur for a long time, and you will have to bag many a deer and 
miss many another before you can shoot steadily. Even then 
you can not always do It; for pretty old hunters sometimes on 
long shots get enough ague to cause a miss, especially If three or 
four sighting shots are necessary to get a deer's range. I doubt 
very much If any one of fine sensibilities can ever get over a 
certain amount of tremor, though It may not affect anything but 
long or very flDe shots. 1 have Bhot at hundreds of deer, but I 
cannot acquire tbe Indifference I have In shooting st s mark; 
and I doubt If any one can who bunte purely for tbe love of it 
and who loves deer bunting above all other shooting. Tbe 
market shooter may perhaps, and doubtless does, attain the 
buteber’e coolness; but tbe mere sportsman will be likely to ever 
feel a thrill In tbe Imposing presence of noble game. 

“And must I again return home with spotless knife? You 
said, after many dayi." 

It’e a pity you can’t baptize tbat handsome saber that's been 
dangling so long at your waist, but you must have patience. I 
meant'that after many days you would get a good chance to learn 
that shooting st a target and at a deer are two different tblogs. 
You have made fine progress In getting three shots to-day, and 
should go home feeling well rewarded; for It has cost many a 
man twice as much time, patience and work to get bis first Bhot 
as it has cost you to get three. 

You are learning fast, and will soon be wading knee deep In 
good luck.

The Qftb annual bench show of the Westminster Kennel Club 
closed ori Friday night, and taken all In all le one of the most 
BheeeBeful the club has held; pecuniarily we have reason to be¬ 
lieve as well as otherwise. 

The American Institute Fair Building, on Third avenue, be¬ 
tween Sixty-third and Sixty-fourth streets, and running from 
Third to Second avenue, Is well adapted for a show, better we 
think than Madlsou Square Garden, as, being larger, It afforde 
greater facilities In room and ventilation for the doga and the 
visitors. While It Is true that the weather waa clear, and of the 
rleht temperature for the comfort of the doga, yet the absence of 
exhaustion of any of the doge, but on the contrary their appa¬ 
rent remarkable freshness to the last, could not but have been 
noticed by those who have attended previous sboWB, which we 
consider la In no small measure to be attributed to the superior 
ventilation of the building. Especially was this noticeable In 
the evenings, when the number of visitors woe largest; as com¬ 
ing from the fresh air Into such an assemblage any odor or close¬ 
ness of the at mosphere Is quickly perceived. 

It is almost needless to state that the management of the 
Show was perfect, as Mr. Lincoln has had 'so much experience, 
and has so thoroughly systematized the various details of a show, 
that all of hla shows run like well-oiled and smooth-working 
machinery. He bad his assistants well in hand, and they, know¬ 
ing Mr. Lincoln was ubiquitous, and that prompt attention to 
business only retained them their positions, there was no dere¬ 
liction of duty on the part of any one. Mr. Lincoln Issued the 
following explicit directions for the guidance of hts assistants:

partitions was a great Improvement, as It not only tended to the 
comfort of the dogs, but afforded the visitors greater facilities 
for seeing them. It Is a partial adoption of our recommenda¬ 
tion last year, to discard stalls and to have open benches, and 
now that the open bench has demonstrated its superiority to 
stalls, we trust It will be fully adopted at the next show. A par¬ 
tition running the entire length of the bench, so as to separate 
the dogs chained back of each other, and knocking away the 
partitions now used to divide or constitute the stalls, would ac¬ 
complish the object; and aurely If the experiment waa success* 
ful with dogs of more quarrelsome dispositions, such as those It 
was tried with this year, than pointers, setters, spaniels and 
others, there Is no difficulty to be apprehended from a more gen¬ 
eral adoption of the open bench. Not only would eucb a plan 
afford better facilities for visitors to see the dogs, and conse¬ 
quently Increase the Interest and attendance, but It would add to 
the comfort of the’dogs, and aave the club a large expenditure 
for lumber, carpeuter's work, etc. By all means try It next 
year, Mr. Lincoln. 

And while on the subject of Improvements It affords us pleas¬ 
ure to acknowledge the opportunities afforded reporters this year, 
which were all that could he desired; and as the club have seen 
that no objectionable features oppose the privileges extended to 
the press, we hope they will be continued, as we have no doubt 
they will be, in the future. 

The superior quality of the doge, In comparison with those of 
previous shows, In all the classes, but especially in the sport¬ 
ing classes, was particularly noticeable; and with only one or 
two exceptions was there an Inferior dog. Either of the unno¬ 
ticed, taken aside from his more successful competitors, would 
have led to the opinion that he had a good right to be a winner, 
which positively demonstrates that exhibitors have profited by 
the practical lessons they have learned at bench Bhowa, and that 
they have been breeding Intelligently; and having become educated 
up to the proper standard now know, at least, when they have a 
dog which has no chance to win. The trash therefore, is hap¬ 
pily kept at home. This makes a judge’s position more respon¬ 
sible, and a more thorough knowledge la required to fully 
appreciate the fine points which determine the award between 
two doga very close In merit; but on the other hand, if the 
judge be efficient, the duties of the office are relieved of much 
that la disagreeable and objectionable, as exhibitors and the 
public have a more thorough knowledge of the points of a dog, 
and understand the weak points of their own exhibits, and ap¬ 
preciate the strong points of the successful competitors. There¬ 
fore, while the disappointment la as keen, we presume, as form¬ 
erly, It does not find expression, as then. 

It has always been our custom to give credit, and to the fullest 
measure, where It la due, and we should he wanting In both Jus- 


whlcb the other entries of the Moorefleld Kennel were shown, all 
of which, excepting Rosy Morn, were In the pink of show form. 

Every one likes to see hla statements verified, and we have 
this satisfaction In Thunder. In our report of tho show of 1878 
we stated, as we also said personally to Mr. Lort, that we re¬ 
garded It a grave error of judgment, overlooking Thunder, as we 
considered btm the best Lttverack setter we had ever seeu. 
Thunder, under the Judgment of Major Taylor, the best jodge of 
English setters we have seen In a ring, haa verified our optulon. 
He was In capital show form. His victory will be a source of 
much'grallficatlon to hts former owner, Mr. Snellenburgh, whose 
faith In the dog, like ours, never faltered. It might not be gen¬ 
erally known, that Thunder la a cracker In the field; In nose, 
stamina, pace and style he la A No. 1, all of which, added to hla 
remarkable etock-gettlng qualities, which have been practically 
proved In the fleld and on the bench, make him, we think, with¬ 
out doubt, the most valuable Laverack setter living. If Pride of 
the Border had never got another good one, Mr. Raymond would 
have done hla quota to the benefit of the doga of America by Im¬ 
porting the grand old dog, some time since gone to the happy 
bunting grounds, but happily not without having left the most 
Indelible evidence that as a stock getter he had no superior, and 
few equals. 

Of the Irish red Better dog Chief, a son of champlou Berkley 
and champion Duck, we present our renders with a portrait. 
Chief won at the Westminster Kennel Club's show last year sec¬ 
ond In the Irish red setter puppy class, when he should have won 
first, being far superior to the one placed over him. Last Fall, 
It will be remembered, he won the puppy stake In the Eastern 
Field Trials Club's Trials at Robin’s Islind, and at this year’s 
show of the Westminster Kennel Club he won the first prize In 
the open Irish red setter class. He Is a remarkably handsome 
and promising dog, and Berkley will have to look to his laurels 
next year. The portrait really does not do the dog justice. 

We also present our readers with an engraving of the 
“Chicago Field Greyhound Cup,"' 1 awarded to Mr. L. C. F. 
Lotz’s handsome bitch, Prairie Girl. 

We question the wisdom of the rule of the Westminster Ken¬ 
nel Club which compels winners of one prize In an open class to 
go Into the champion class, and would suggest It be changed to 
winners of at least two prizes In an open class, but we wonld 
prefer that three prizes in an opeu class should constitute a dog 
eligible to the champion class. Moreover, we think the role 
should be applied to dogs winning In English as well as Ameri¬ 
can shows, and trust that It will be amended so as to read two 
(or three) prizes In an open class at any Bhow, and therefore not 
render It necessary to specify the shows. Such a rule, placing 
our home dogs on a footing with foreign dogs, Is only just and 
fair.

hibition only), the mastiffs, 8t. Bernards, Newfoundlands, Sibe¬ 
rian or Ulm dogs, greyhounds, and deerhounds. The absence of 


tice and a proper appreciation, did we not accord to the West¬ 
minster Kennel Club full credit for having so largely contributed 
to this condition of affairs. Owners of doga are Indebted to 
them for their praiseworthy efforts In making bench shows a suc¬ 
cess, and, too, under the moat discouraging of circumstances. 
The labor and expense Involved In conducting a show such as 
the Westminster Kennel Club's, are greater than those who have 
not had any experience In euch matters, have any Idea of. The 
labor la great; the pecuniary risk Is greater; a fair pecuniary 
return, at least, It is but Just and reasonable to expect, but ench 
has not been the experience of the club, but on the contrary, a 
deficit; yet In spite of all this, the club has, with a perseverance 
and pluck deserving of the highest commendation and encour¬ 
agement, continued each year Its efforts to eurpasa those of pre¬ 
vious years, and to bring shows to greater perfection, and there¬ 
by Improve the standard aud quality of the doge. We believe 
these facts are recognized by owners, and we feel confident that 
eo thoroughly are the Westminster Kennel Club’s shows estab¬ 
lished, and appreciated more each year, that the future will re¬ 
pay the labors of the peat. 

One fact was particularly noticeable In the English setter 
classes, that, with the exception of Leicester In the champion 
clasB, the Laveracka and three-quarter Laveracks almost swept 
the prizes. Indeed, we never remember seeing so many Lav¬ 
eracks and three-quarter Laveracks at a show, and so feW half 
Laveracks, which shows to how great an extent breeding back to 
the Laveracka la being carried. 

Old Leicester never was before shown In such fine condition. 
Never since we received him, for Mr. Smith, from off the steamer 
which brought blot over (and we never have forgotten, and never 
shall forget, the trouble we were put to), have wc seen him look¬ 
ing In such condition; Indeed, we thought he looked In better 
form and younger even than then. As we looked at him we 
could hardly realize that It was the wretched wreck we saw about 
a year ago, and the old dog looked happy and contented. It might 
have been our Imagination, but If eo, it waa that of others also, 
several of whom remarked it to ua. Instead of fretting and twitch¬ 
ing nervously, he rested quietly and contented In hla stall. It 
was s happy home he found when he left the Strathroy Kennel, 
after so long a period of usefulness, aud to which, while in It, he 
brought fame and gain. Mr. Moore has determined to retire 
him; this, therefore, Is the last bench show he will compete In; 
and as this was the hardest contest he ever had, It le a fitting 
finish to a remarkably successful career. It 1s a satisfaction to 
know that his days of usefulness are not ended, ae for young 
bitches he la as good as ever, and we hope will remain so for a 
long time yet Captain Blake and bis assistant, Lewis, are to he 
complimented not only on the good form in which they brought 
Leicester to the Bhow, but also on the similar good condition In 


The Judging commenced on Tuesday, but was not concluded 
until Friday afternoon. Although the awards were not sustained 
In all Instances by the dogs to which they were given, yet there 
was less dissatisfaction than’we have seen at the previous shows 
of the club. Whatever the uueuccessful may have thought, they 
were certainly far more reticent than usual. Of course we never 
expect to attend a show at which there will be no errors of judg¬ 
ment, aud which will be noticeable for the Irrepressible conflict of 
opinion between exhibitor, judge and reporter, but we are satis¬ 
fied, as we always have been, that the one judge, and special 
claBS judges, is the only road to aB near perfection In judging aa 
It la possible to get. Our position on these points is well known, 
and It waa mainly through our efforts that the one judge system 
was adopted, and when it was departed from for the three judges 
we were satisfied, as It demonstrated that the change was for the 
worse. The return to the one-judge system we consider wise. 
Our opinion of the two systems was based on personal experience 
with both. After having judged aa one of three we quickly saw 
tta objectionable features, and Immediately commenced to urge 
the one-judge system, and the writer was the first who put the 
system to a practical test In February, 1870, when he officiated as 
judge at Providence, R. I. 

In all cases where It la possible, the setter and pointer classes 
should be Judged by a separate judge; and Indeed, we would 
divide the setter classes among three Judges, could we find an 
efficient judge of each strain. The spaniels, hounds, etc., we 
would likewise divide up, as by doing so not only would the 
labor of the judges be lightened and rapidity of judging Insured, 
but the probabilities of correct awards would be greater, as It Is 
more usual than not, to find a competent judge of one cIbbs not 
competent for another class. That class with which he Is most 
familiar he Is necessarily the h<A judge of, and as a rule, fancy 
runs to one breed of dogs. A good all around judge Is a rarity, 
since the characteristics of the different breeds are as numerous 
as the breeds, and require to be understood In order that a cor¬ 
rect judgment be rendered, a subject too vast to be properly 
grasped by the average connoisseur. 

In the miscellaneous class several dogs were entered which 
had no right In It, as It Is Intended for dogs which have not 
been provided with a regular class, and Dot for some fair speci¬ 
mens of a breed, with no chance of winning In his regular class, 
to slip In and carry off the prize. Mr. John S. Wise, who judged 
the class, very properly Ignored all the dogs which bad a regular 
class, and gave the awards to the best specimens of those only 
for which It had been created, and which, therefore, were the 
only ones properly entitled to It, 

On Friday night the Westminster Kennel Club gave their an¬ 
nual dinner at the Brunswick Hotel, which was reclurehe , and 
cd joyed by those present. Several speeches were made, In 
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which the Improvements noticeable In the quality of the dogs 
compared with those of previous exhibitions, and the necessity 
for the better protection of the game birds and game fishes, were 
discussed, during which Mr. Walter Webb paid a glowlDg trib¬ 
ute to the efficiency of Mr. Lincoln as a superintendent of Bhows, 
which elicited rapturous applause. 

Mr. J. M. Tracy, the animal painter of St. Louis, exhibited In 
the show some choice specimens of his work, Including a paint¬ 
ing of Leicester, one of Kay’s Nannie and a litter of puppies, a 
painting of the scene from the New Year number of theCuicsoo 
Fiann, entitled the First Point, and a painting of Mr. Joseph D. 
Lucas' horse Mambrluo Gift, Jr., all of which received ex¬ 
pressions of appreciation from those present. 

A very unpleasant Incident connected with the show was the 
attachment by the sheriff of Mr. A. H. Moore’s dogs. About two 
years ago Mr. Moore, to assist a friend, let him have two accom¬ 
modation notes, amounting to a little over sixteen hundred dol¬ 
lars, with the positive understanding that his friend would meet 
the notes when due; Instead of which he passed them to a busi¬ 
ness acquaintance and failed to meet them, and Mr. Moore re¬ 
fused to pay them, and let them go to protest. Suit was 
commenced last October In Philadelphia, and put off from court 
to court. The holder of the notes took advantage of the state 
law affecting non-residents aud attached Mr. Moore’s dogs and 
the prises they bad won. The act subjected Mr. Moore 
to much annoyance, but he gave bonds and recovered 
tbe dogs, aud now the suit goes on. Considering 
that tbe states of this Union are uuder one government, 
such a law Is a disgrace to our civilization, for It affords 
an opportunity of gratifying a personal 111 feeling, and enforcing 
the collection of a debt which could not be collected by the ordi¬ 
nary course of law, as often a man may be caught under circum¬ 
stances which compel him to pay, or suffer greater annoyance 
than the claim Is worth, to contest ; and It docB not aid the col¬ 
lection of a debt from one who Is impecunious, since such a 
one owbb nothing which can be attached. A man, from whom 
a debt can be collected, can be as easily proceeded againBt In one 
state as auother by the usual and really only respectable and 
legitimate manner. As the law stands now, any vagabond can 
trump up a claim which has no foundation In fact, and annoy the 
party Into a settlement. We live in an age too enlightened to 
permit such relics of barbarism to conttuuc to exist. 

The National American Kennel Club did not have a meeting, 
owing to the absence of a quorum. 

The Cocker Club met and adopted a scale of points, which the 
secretary will make public as soon as he gets them Into shape.

English setters, Irish setters and beagles, Major J. M. Taylor, 
Lexlugton, Ky.; spaniels (all classes), Dachshunds, fox terriers, 
collies, bull dogs, bull terriers, Skye terriers, pugs, rough-haired 
terriers, black and tan terriers. Dandle Dlnmont terriers, Irish 
terriers, Yorkshire toys, King Charles or Blenheim spaniels, 
Japanese spaniels and Italian greyhounds, Dr. J. S. Niven, Lon¬ 
don, Ontario. 

THE DOGS. 


Imported Enolish Sbttkrs.— For the blue ribbon in the 
champion class for dogs, old Leicester the winner, was hard 
pressed by such cracks as his kennel companion Thunder, Dr. 
Spelr’s St. Elmo, and Mr. Fay’s Coin, all in the pink of con¬ 
dition, and either of them fit to have won against any other than 
the old dog. But notwithstanding nine Winters have frosted the 
old fellow’s countenance, his eye Is as bright as ever, and his 
contour an improvement on the days of his youth. Champion 
bitches was a class of cracks. The competition for the pride of 
place lay between Dr. Speir’s Lizzie Lee and Sanborn’s Spark, 
although the entire class was good. Lizzie Lee Is one of the 
most graceful, bloodlike bitches we have ever seen, and between 
herself and Spark the judge had much difficulty In coming to a 
conclusion. We thought at first that Lizzie would get the prize, 
but while Spark does not fill the eye as quickly as Lizzie, she 
grows In favor on examination, and is a very difficult bitch to 
find fault with. From a front view Lizzie Lee appears the better, 
while from a Bide view Spark has a little advantage In head, and 
Is moreover a triHe the stronger in appearance of the two, which 
no doubt won ber the prize. While we fully agree with Major 
Taylor In the award, we could have found little room for criticism 
had the prize gone to Lizzie Lee, as the difference between them 
amounts to little more than the toss of a penny. Tbe open class 
tor dogs brought out a grand lot of sixteen, among which the 
most conspicuous for their merit were Emperor Fred, Don Juan, 
Duke of Beaufort, Pontiac, Dashing Monarch, Warwick, Janlus, 
and Decimal Dash. The first place was awarded to the English 
dog Emperor Fred, an all round dog of a great deal of merit 
pure Laverack rather larger than is usually met with. With 
siae he combines quality, which would have been more noticeable 
had he been shown in a little lower flesh. His color, white and 
orange, is against him, inasmuch as it amounts to a roan, that 
never can be groomed to such a nicety as a black and white. 
While his high condition and poor color did not materially affect 
him, yet It gave him an unpleasant appearance that was removed 
only after a more thorough acquaintance. For second place we 
preferred Pontiac to Duke of Beaufort. The latter Is the stronger 
In appearance, while the foyner Is a dog of more quality; be¬ 
sides, tbe Duke has the peculiar, ugly top head, so frequently 
seen on the descendants of old Blue Dash. Dashing Monarch, 
winner of second prize In tbe all-aged stakes, on Robin’s Island 
last Fall, received an H.C. In this class. He is a dog of a great 
deal of character, and In the hot company of his class, the notice 
he received 1 b an Indication of more merit than it usually sig¬ 
nifies. Mr.Gause’s Warwick,and Mr.Murray’s Janius were the very 
worthy recipients of V.H.C. honors. Major Taylor Is never lavish 
with his commendations, but In this class we should have liked to 
have seen Mr. Goodsell’s Don Juan among those that reoelved a 
V.H.C., Instead of simply a C. He Is a young dog of much quality 
and was shown In the finest possible condition, but being young, be 
lacks substance, which will come with maturity. Mr. Sanborn’s 
Count Noble, winner of the field trial Derby at Vincennes last 
Fall, made hla first appearance as a bench dog in this ring. Leas 
than two years old,be appeared at a great disadvantage among dogs 
fully matured, and although he Is not likely to be the show dog 
bis high breeding would Indicate, he will be by no means an 
ordinary dog when a little more age has developed those points 
which at present give him a puppyish appearance. The bitches 
were quite as good as the dogs, and were shown in much better 
condition. Petrel II with the exception of being a little throaty, 
is a very elegant bitch, with a decided flat coat; In fact, the 
best we have ever seen on a Laverack of her size. She was 
awarded the first prize, very closely pressed for the place by Blue 
Bell, second; Daisy Laverack was a good third; bad she a little 
more size she would beat either of the two placed ahead of her. 
Lou, Opal and Cornelia were respectively V.H.C., H.C., and C. 

.Native English Setters. —Of the forty dogs In this class, 
which faced the judge out of tbe fifty-two entered, about thirty 
were more than good, and half of theiie were an especially nice, 


even lot. After much weeding, Mr. Wilson's Spot, Dr. White’s 
Count Zoo, and Mr. Goodsell'a Racket, were selected to try con¬ 
clusions for the principal places. Tbe ordeal was a trying one 
to judge and dog* alike; so keen was the competition that uot 
only feet were carefully compared, but toes were Inspected with 
a scrutiny that suggested a hair-splitting race. When the three 
were moved about, and taken lu at a glance, their appearance In¬ 
dicated Racket, first; Count Zoo, second, and Spot, third. The 
first was last and the last was first. Racket was shown In a con¬ 
dition that did Mr. John E. Long, from whom Mr. Goodsell pur¬ 
chased him, and who exhibited him for Mr. Goodsell, much 
credit; but his fine feather failed to keep his faults out of the 
Major’s critical eye, and the more be was examined, correspond¬ 
ingly his chance decreased for the blue ribbon; aud the more 
Spot was scrutinized the more there was found to be to him, and 
although out of feather, he Is a difficult dog to find fault with. 
Count Zoo Is a very nice, evenly marked lemon belton, and very 
symmetrical. As soon as he was awarded the Becond place, Mr. 
Goodsell claimed him at the catalogue price. For a dog of his 
form and breeding, he was well bought at $100. There were 
but four given V.H.C., in this class, as the recipients, Mr. Good- 
Bell’s Royal Carle, Dr. Hathaway’s Blue Dan, Mr. Dayton's 
Young Belton, and the Sportsman’s Keunel’s Clexton, were so 
close to the winners, and so much superior to the balance. Clex¬ 
ton we admired very much, and had he shown as well the first 
day as he did the last day of the show, be would have preased 
the winners very hard for a place. Afton, Lincoln II., Satan and 
Blue Drake each were well worthy of the H.C. they received. 
Cona and Mr. Watkln’s Tom were commended. In the class for na¬ 
tive setter bitches, Donna, a nice Charm—Fanny bitch, was bard 
pressed for first by Flirt, who captured second over Lady L-iver- 
ack, placed third. Among the balance we preferred HlghUiid 
Lassie, whose V.H.C. was something more thau what Is usually 
understood by such a ribbon. Dr. Hathaway’s Bow Bells was 
also well worthy of the V.H.C. she received. Among those 
which were awarded H.C., we fancied Mr. Buckingham's Daisy 
Dale; shown a trifle lighter she would have stood nearer the front. 

English Setter Puppies. —This class for dogs embraced na¬ 
tive and Imported puppies, among which Mr. Blackstone's Royal 
Dale stood preeminently alone. He la a really fine puppy aud 
could have wou In a much better class. The balance were ordi¬ 
nary. Doc was a poor second, and Hon. Jno. 8. Wise’s Ham, 
not a very commendable V.H.C. The same owner’s Plum we 
thought a promising dog, but In his present condition be could 
only show what he might be in the future. The bitches were an 
Improvement on the dogs. The winner, Drake's Fern (incor¬ 
rectly Rein In the catalogue) Is not quite as shapely as Roee Lav¬ 
erack, second, but rather light. Diana, next in order of merit, 
had not a nice, free shoulder, and besides was not In good show 
form. 

Black and Tan Setters. —This class was Intended for Gor¬ 
don setters, and should have been so styled. There can be no 
possible objection to tbe name, unless the Westminster Kennel 
Club is disposed to bar the old style of Gordon from winning 
over dogs whose forms they may consider more desirable thau 
that of the typical Gord n. If this be the case we thlok It 
would afford the club more satisfaction If tbelr object was more 
clearly defined, as the term, black and tan setters, Is unsatisfac¬ 
tory, inasmuch as it has a double meaning. We find the dogs 
Judged by the Gordon standard, and exhibitors of fine black and 
tan setters not disposed to accept Gordon logic when their dogs 
are beaten ; not because they are not nice black and tan setters, 
but because they do not come up to the rigid rules defloing the 
standard of the Gordon. There being no standard laid down for 
judglug black and tan setters other than the standard for Gor¬ 
dons, the judge Is forced to judge a class of black and ton setters 
as Gordons. Hence, we suggest, either make a standard for black 
and ton setters, or change tbe style of the class to Gordon set¬ 
ters. For the championship It was a close contest between Mr 
A. H. Moore’s Bob and Mr. James Moore’s Grouse, both im 
ported prize winners of much merit. GrouBC was In bad form, 
and lacked the finish of Bob, who was In his best shape. Bob Is 
a fine, stylish, handsome fellow, whose only two faults are his 
head and his marking. The former Is a trifle line, and the tan Is 
not distributed In quite the orthodox mauuer. Grouse, not quite 
up to his competitor In coat or form, has the better head. Bob 
was awarded the prize. In giving Lady Gordon the prize over 
Stella, Mr. Wise erred. Stella is, to our notion, one of the beat, 
all round, Gordon setter bitches in the country. Stella Is per¬ 
haps a little light in head for a Gordon. She has also a poor set 
of teeth, but the judge exceeded his limit In making this an ex 
case for awarding Lady Gordon the prize over Stella, on the 
ground that defective front teeth are to be attributed to const! 
tutlonal difficulties. The cause of a defect might be ever so 
apparent, yet It cannot properly be considered In connection 
with the effect, unless It Is of such a nature as to disqualify the 
dog. In the case of Stella, her poor teeth could only be coDsld 


and better quarters. In champion bitch class Loo II won over 
some good oues, notably Fire Fly and Hose. In tbe open dog 
class, a good one, Chief, who won In the puppy class last year, 
and capt.ured first In the puppy stake last Fall on Robin’s Is¬ 
land, added auother victory to bis short and successful career, by 
taking first. Second went to Raleigh, Spy getting third. The 
winner, Chief, is an elegant specimen of tbe Irish setter, and 
promisee to develop into an extraordinary dog. Raleigh and 
Spy are both good specimens, and were well selected for their re¬ 
spective positions. Mr. Denison’s Bam Pedro struck us as a dog 
of much merit, but was out of coat, and 111 at ease; among a 
number of dogs he did uot show himself to his true advantage, 
lu the bitch class Noreen was justly first, with Meg a good sec¬ 
ond, and Kate a fair third, closely pressed by Lama who got 
V.H.C. The dog puppies were not as good as the bitches, most 
of the former being decidedly coarse. 

Pointers Over Fifty-Five Pounds.— In the absence of the St. 
Louis Kennel Club’s three entries, the contest for ebamplou was 
between Banjo and Tramp. The latter, a dog with a goad head 
aud ueck, but poor quarters and worse tall,won. Banjo, although 
rather coarse, showed the most merit and deserved the pride of 
place. PrlncesB, a very nice black bitch, a great favorite with us,was 
deservedly first lu her class, with Grace close up. The open class 
for large dogs brought out a coarse lot, with the exception of 
Croxtetb, the only possible winner we thought; yet he was 
placed third, behind two dogs, either of which compare with him 
about aB a candle to a gaslight. From nose to stern Croxteth Is 
a thoroughbred, and to compare him with the winner, would be 
like drawing a comparison between a race horse aud a cob. Crox- 
teth’s head and neck are exceedingly good for a big dog; his 
shoulders, legs and quarters are capital, and his fine tail, set on 
high, Is Indication of his good breeding. Between tbe shoulders 
and quarters he Is a little light, and Is not quite level on the 
back, and was shown very thin; yet to U6 a glance only seemed 
necessary to select him as tbe winner. GuesB, who was placed 
second, was also ahead of the winner In poiut of merlL He Is 
much the same style of dog as Croxteth, but coarser. Rap, the 
winner, 1 b a good stamp of the pointer of twenty years ago, but 
In these days of progression, we do not care to go back to that 
type. He had a nice head and coat, which Is about all that can 
be said In his favor. His shoulders are as wide at the top as 
they are at the elbow, with very little slant the other way, and 
his whole appearance was too tight for our idea of a pointer. 
Mr. Hammond Is a very painstaking, candid judge, and has bred 
a great many pointers, but what were called nice straight-legged, 
broad-chested strong dogs twenty years ago, are to day not con¬ 
sidered fit to breed from. Breeders have found, by comparison, 
that straight lege won't do, and they are endeavoring to get legs 
like Laveracks. A little strength tu the right place goes a 
longer way than an abundance, which amounts to lumber, and, 
besides, ties up a dog’s action so as to destroy both hla pace and 
grace. Instead of the wide chest of twenty years ago, breeders 
of to-day want a nice thin chest. Stonehenge is explicit in 
this respect where he says: ’’The shoulders and chest are depen¬ 
dent on each other for their formation. Thus a wide and hooped 
chest caDnot have the blades lying fiat against tbe sides; and 
consequently, Instead of this, and tbeir sloping backward as they 
ought to do In order to give free action, they are upright, short 
and fixed. Of course a certain width Is required to give room 
for the lungs, but the volume required should be obtained by 
tUpth rather than wlt/Ui," In regard to shoulders, chest and 
quarters, pointer judges are not sufficiently particular, and until 
there Is a change In thlB respect, Improvement In pointers will 
be slow. For V.H.C., Lord Duflerln and Rocket were well 
worthy of what they received, but Don, tbe English dog, we did 
not consider deserved his very high mention. A nice, business¬ 
like looklug dog was Gus; yonng and undeveloped, he promised 
to be a good fielder, if not a good looker for the bench. The 
bitch class numbered only eight, of which three were absent. 
•Water Lily, a fair lemon aod white, was first; Zoe, second, and 
8 now Flake, third; Gypsey, V.H.C. 

Champion Pointers, Under Fifty PouNDS.-Rush and Donald 
again competed for the honor of champion, and Rush won. 
These two dogs are so nearly equal, the difference Is too small 
to haggle over, although we confess to a preference for 
Donald. Mr. Moore’s and Mr. Orglll's entries were the only 
ones to face the judge In the champion bitch class. The strug¬ 
gle was between Rue and Lady Romp II, each crack little bitches. 
Rue Is an almost perfect specimen of the small pointer, but we 
fancy she would not have won had Lady Romp been in the con¬ 
dition the balance of Mr. Moore’s dogs were shown in.

Pride of the Frontier, Greeley and Duke of the 
East were credited with a V.H.C. Chang and Lang, not men¬ 
tioned, were taken out of the ring by mistake before the judge 
had finished the honorable mentions, and so missed a ribbon 
Intended for them.

THE NEW YORK STATE TOURNAMENT. 

The approaching tournament of the New York State Sports¬ 
men's Association, to be held at Coney Island, In June, under 
the auspices of the Long Island Sportsmen's Association, will 
probably continue ten days, and bids fair to be the greatest and 
most brilliant event of the kind that has ever taken place In the 
United States. Premiums amounting in value to 115,000 will be 
offered for competition In the various departments of sports¬ 
men's accomplishments, and will Include trap shooting at wild 
pigeons, rifle shooting, pistol shooting, and casting of the fly. 
Twenty thousand wild pigeons will be provided for the trap shoot¬ 
ing. 

The Long Island Sportsmen's Association was formed In 18S0, 
by a union of the various shooting clubs of Long Island, for the ex¬ 
press purpose of securing the bolding of the 1881 tournament of 
the State Association at Coney Island, and Jt has not only succeeded 
In this, but its managers outline a programme which will, suc¬ 
cessfully carried out, make the meeting a memorable one among 
sporting events. The various committees have worked energeti¬ 
cally, and with tbfs sole purpose In view. 

The committee od prizes, at the bead of which is Mr. Charles 
W.Wingert,of the Fouutatn Gun Olub, has succeeded In obtaining 
the donation of fifty prizes of an aggregate value of #7,500,which, 
with the state prizes, valued at 15,000, and others promised, will 
bring the total up to $15,000. 

Mr. 8- 8. Conant, of Harper Brothers, chairman of the commit¬ 
tee on literature, reports that Professor Spencer F. Baird, of the 
8 mlthsonian Institution, and widely known as the flsh commis¬ 
sioner ol the United States, together with other eminent natural¬ 
ists, have agreed to contribute essays upon Interesting and im¬ 
portant topics. Various other committees have been appointed 
aDd have all done well In their different departments, so that the 
result will be a grand success. 

One of the moat interesting features will be the publication of 
a magnificently Illustrated programme by the Printing Commit¬ 
tee, of which Mr. Abel Crook Is chairman. It will be printed 
upon cream laid, tinted paper, and will be about tbe size of 
“Harper’s Magazine." It will contain a complete history of the 
State Association since Its organization, the names of the officers 
for each year; tbe constitution and by-laws; tbe rules governing 
trap, rifle and pistol shooting, and fly casting; together with an 
accurate list of all persons who have won prizes at the annual 
contests since 1865. ThlB will be followed by a history of the 
Long Island Association, which Is being prepared by Mr. N. B. 
Cook, recent assistant secretary. An Illustrated history of Coney 
Island, tbe cuts for which have been furnished by Harper 
Brothers, the programme of the present convention and tourna¬ 
ment, with a list of tbe donors of the prizes, accompanied by the 
Illustrated advertisements of such donors, will complete the con¬ 
tents of the programme for 1881. One thousand copies of this 
book will be bound and presented to the donors of prizes, to pro¬ 
prietors of hotels throughout the state for exhibition, and for 
their libraries, and a sufficient number will be sold to defray the 
expenses of tbe publication. 

The shooting will all be from plunge traps under the State As¬ 
sociation rules, and no betting, pool selling or gambling of any 
kind will be allowed upon tbe grounds. Fifteen traps will be 
placed In line, of which ten will be used at once, eo that squads 
of twenty can shoot together; while the ties will be shot off at 
traps placed In another portion of the grounds, so as not to In¬ 
terfere with the shooting In the main matches, which will be 
continuous, commencing at 8 a. m. and closing at 6 p. m. each 
day. The fly-casting will take place on an artificial pond, 100 
feet by 200 feet In size, prepared expressly for this purpose, and 
it la also proposed to further utilize the pond by giving mimic 
naval contests, firework exhibitions, etc. A raoge 200 yards In 
length has been prepared expressly for the rifle and pistol shoot¬ 
ing. Arrangements are In contemplation, which It la to be hoped 
may be perfected, by which residents of states other than New 
Tork may be allowed to participate in some of the shoots, as It 
will greatly enhance the attendance and the general Interest felt 
In tbe results. 

The committee charged with the care of visitors, are making 
contracts with the hotels of Coney Island for their accommodation, 
so that there may be ample room for all and at reasonable prices, 
and It Is confidently anticipated that tbe attendance will be 
larger than at any previous meeting, and the entries In the lndl. 
vldual contests are expected to average about two hundred.

Rabies. —The annual fictions of the Spring Issues of the 
American press relative to the prevalence of hydrophobia, al¬ 
ways charged to the beat of tbe weather, have begun their regu¬ 
lar rounds. These tales are generally tbe creatlou of some highly 
Imaginative reporturial brain, which being, possibly, for tbe mo¬ 
ment In want of a get ulne sensation, upon which alone It feeds 
and grows fat, and having become accustomed each year at 
about this time to furnish similar Hems, Indites a column article 
describing the terrible sufferings of tbe poor victim of rabies. 
This report Is then condensed, telegraphed In lte most aggravat¬ 
ing details to the dally press of the land, copied Into the weekly 
papers as Interesting selected matter, and each reader thereof 
exclaims at once, hydrophobia Is abroad; muzzle the dog. In a 
few days some kind friend of the dog, who has Investigated the 
facts, and has found no trace of the existence of the dread die- 
ease, except In tbe brain of the rabid Itemlzer, sends to the press 
a correction, or contradiction, ae the caee may be, which Is pub¬ 
lished ; but from the fact that it lacks the sensation of tho origi¬ 
nal article, Is not re-publlshed generally, and tbe numbers who 
read the correction as compared with those who have seen the 
original article, are Infinitesimally small. Time and again sci¬ 
entists have declared that hydrophobia is as likely to exist In the 
depths of Winter as In the heat of Summer, but such readlDg Is 
not tragic enough for the average Itemlzer, and each year he con¬ 
tinues his ignorant slanders of the poor dog, and his terrorizing 
of timid females and children. Truly there are more msd men 
than mad dogs, and those who torture a fit caused by Indiges¬ 
tion, worms or colic, Into an attack of rabies, and Inflict upon a 
long suffering public a detailed account thereof, show strong 
Indications of being themselves attacked by the dread disease. 


Poisosbd Meat for Doos. —A correspondent sends us a clip¬ 
ping from the Galveston (Texas) If tuts, of April 24, stating that 
the Chief of Police of that city had Issued an order for pro¬ 
viding the day officers of his force with poisoned meat, for tbe 
destruction of all superfluous members of the canine race. 
Under tbe order, however, no meat will be throwu Into the yards 
of the residences, for which condescension we trust the parents 
of the Galveston children are duly thankful. It would seem to 
us that the sportsmen of Galveston should attend to this matter 
at once. A good ordinance, taxing dogs and protecting those 
whose owners pay their tax, would provide a fund for taking up 
as strays all dogs found running at large without license, and 
for disposing of them In some humane rnauner after a reasona¬ 
ble time had been allowed tbelr owners for redemption. The 
time is rapidly paselng away wben civilized communities will 
tolerate having their trusty companions treated ae wild and 
duDgerous animals. Doga have a value as easily determined a6 
that of any other domestic animal, and this fact ts coming to be 
recognized generally. There is no more senee or justice In the 
Indiscriminate poisoning of stray dogs than there would be In 
poisoning stray horses, sheep or cattle.

LETTER OF MR. G. C. CLARKE. 

Marietta, Ga., Jan. 21, 1881. 

Dr. E. S. Holmes, GraDd RapldB, Dear Sir :—I have lately re¬ 
ceived, probably through your kindness, a copy of the third 
annual report of the Michigan Sportsmen’s Association, which T 
have read with much interest. I was particularly pleased with 
tbe report on nomenclature, in which Ib shown the folly and con¬ 
fusion of the popular names of our game animals—furred, 
feathered and scaled—but also the further confusion which arises 
from tbe disposition of scientists to give new names to old 
species; each new writer adding to the difficulty, till we, who 
studied zoology In the works of Audubon and Agassiz, are 
lost lu a cloud of newly-named species. A very common error I 
observe, even among well-informed writers, 1s to u*c the word 
“ varieties” when they mean " species.” Having filled their bas¬ 
ket with pike, pickerel, black and rock bass, and sunflsh, they 
write that they took m *ny varieties of flsh. 

Your flsh commissioners seem to have done a great deal of 
useful work, particularly In restoring tbe whlteflsh to the great 
lakes, which have been so terribly depopulated of late years by 
pound nets. When I went to Chicago to live, in 1839, Lake 
Michigan swarmed with flab. I could kill lake trout, pike, base 
and pickerel from the piers at the mouth of the river. Now, I am 
told that the supply of fish comes from Racine, fifty mile* away, 
the flshcries near by being exhausted. 

I am glad to learn from Mr. Mather’s piper that the grayling 
can be artificially hatched. I caught a few specimens of these 
interesting flsh In the Jordan river, a few years ago. From the 
limited area of its occurrence, both In Europe and America, I 
should fear that it could only be naturalized In peculiar waters. 
So much the more reason then, for Its protection. 

The game laws of your state appear to me to be among tbe 
best. If public opinion will allow their enforcement they Beem 
to be sufficient. 

Age and growing Infirmities will, I fear, prevent my visiting 
again your 11 pljasant peninsula,” but X shall always remember 
tbe charms of Its woods and waters. Yours, with respect,

new Summer resort to be opened at Charlevoix the coming Sum¬ 
mer by a company of Chicago gentlemen. 

BROOK TROUT IN OCEANA COUNTY, BT L. O. RUTHERFORD. 

During the Winter of 1877, L. G. Rutherford of Hart opened a 
correspondence with J. G. Portman, of Watervllet upon the sub¬ 
ject of trout growing In Michigan, which resulted In tbe purchase 
of a few thousand from tbe hatchery of the last named gentle¬ 
man by a few of tbe citizens of Hart. Owing to an accident to 
Mr. Portman tbe fry was forwarded to Hart In the care of 
another, and when they arrived fully one-half were found to be 
dead, and tbe balance of them were not Id good condition. They 
were, however, planted In four different streams. This was a 
mistake; experience has shown tbat ods plant In large number* 
Is far better tban to divide It up Into many small ones. Every 
one of the plant/have been beard from, but In two Instances 
they are known to have thriven beyond the moat sanguine ex¬ 
pectations of tboee Interested. Last Spring (1880) two members 
of tbe Hart Clnb discovered In tbe largest Btream In which they 
had planted young fry, showing unmistakably that tbe trout bad 
not only thriven but bad began to propagate their species. The 
reanlte of the Brat plants were carefully watched, but no more 
were planted until tbe Spring of 1880. In the meantime, Mr. 
Portman bad become Identified wltb tbe state hatchery, accepted 
an Invitation to visit Hart and here with bis own eyes beheld one of 
the “ speckled beauties’’ (pardon the term, but I know of none 
better) only eighteen months old, which measured nine Inches in 
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length. Seeing tu to believe; and to believe wag to furnish 
tbe dub with ten thousand fry from tbe state hatchery. These 
the club received at New Buffalo and by dint of unceasing care 
they were safely deposited In their new home In Oceana. We 
were yet experimenting, and as usual tbe plant was divided, and 
thirteen different streams were honored with their presence. 
Another mistake was also made In several Instances—the fry were 
placed at the bead of very small streams, and when the Winter 
closed In,they had not grown to more than half the length of those 
In streams where there Is a strong volume of water, with boles of 
one or more feet In depth. We are forced to the conclusion that 
!u the smaller brooks the fish cannot pass up and down with tbe 
same ease, and consequently do not obtain the same amount of 
nourishment In seven of the places of the last plant we know 
that tbe result is all that could be desired, and we have beard 
satisfactory accounts from two others. In some instances no fish 
have been seen, two of the streams In November last exhibited 
fish four Inches In length; they were only eight months old. 

We are of the opinion that trout will flourish In nearly all the 
streams north of Grand River, unless such as are fed by lakes, In 
which case the water becomes too warm In Summer, and It may be 
too cold In Winter to suit their dainty tastes. The people of 
Oceana county generally are becoming deeply Interested In this 
subject and are giving the club substantial assistance. There are, 
however, a few whom we will call “pothunters" who think It 
cunning to steal from the Btreams, thinking that they are thereby 
are too smart for tbe club. 

On the question of legislation we think the law for the pro¬ 
tection of game and fish should be more stringent; some people 
need to be punished by Imprisonment, as the payment of a fine 
Is no disgrace, but while a discretion 1s left with the justice of 
the peace, no one will ever go to jail for the violation of the game 
law. 

All of the larger streams of Oceana county, formerly abounded 
with greyllng, but there Is now none seen save In one branch of 
Pentwater river, which runs through Hart. They have been driven 
from the other by tbe use of dams for flooding In driving logs. 
This one stream shall not be sacrificed If in the power of the 
club to prevent. Many are caught every year, but the supply 
does not perceptibly diminish, and it ts noticeable that more 
small greyllng have been seen last year than ever before. As to 
the vexed question, “When do greyllng spawn!” we are not pre¬ 
pared to give any positive Information. This though, we do 
know that they were taken every month of the last season with 
spawn in every stage of development. 

Mr. Glllman offered the following resolution: 

Rotolvtd, That the legislative committee bo end are hereby ia- 
etrnctod to offer to our legislature a bill that will bettm provide for 
end protect the dogs of this stale, to the effect that they have the same 
lawful protection as other taxable animals. 

Carried. 

Mr. G. H. Woolcott offered the following resolution: 

Rttolrtd, That Article 5 of the constitution bo amended as followa- 
In second line Insert the word •■five" In place of word “ three," also 
word five In plsco of word “ two " In same line, making tbe member¬ 
ship fee, aud annual dues of auxiliary clubs each five dollars. 

Carried unanimously. 

Moved by Mr. Van Deusen that the secretary be voted an hon¬ 
orarium at $50 for services for the past- year, accompanied with 
thanks of the association. 

Carried, and an order drawn for the amount. 

The question was then Introduced of a quail preserve for keep¬ 
ing these birds alive through the Winter, and the proposition of 
Mr. A. H. Boles on this subject, viz.: To take care of a suitable 
number of live quails through tbe Winter If the association would 
build the house necessary and furnish the quails, was discussed. 

On motion the subject wss referred to Messrs. Hlgby, S. 8. 
Cobb and Mr. Tinker to report at the morning session. 

Mr. Nichols then read a paper on the Michigan Grayling, by 
Martin Metcalf, which was referred to the publishing committee. 

The secretary read a statistical paper upon the unpreceden ted 
destruction of deer and other game, which will appear later. 

Oo motion, adjourned until 9 o’clock to-morrow morning.

Colorado Notes and Eastern Reminiscences. 


Pueblo, Col. 

Editor Chicago Field:—You doubtless remember that I 
called on you at your office early In October last, on my way 
East to visit my old home and friends In Haverhill, Mass. I ar¬ 
rived there safely, and was received most cordially. Ten years 
having passed since my last visit, I expected to find things much 
changed, but was not prepared for what time and the hand of 
progress had done. The whole conntry seemed different, and I 
felt like a stranger, aud before a week had passed I was home¬ 
sick for the Rocky Mountains. Many a well-remembered land¬ 
mark was gone, and many a familiar face was missing. Of 
course I saw numerous Improvements, and many things changed 
for the better, but It was not the old familiar home. A few 
things I found unchanged, especially the hearts of what friends 
were left; these I found in the same placeB, and as fresh and 
warm as ever, and everybody did everything they could to make 
my visit pleasant. 

I found woodcocks very scarce, but quails much more numer¬ 
ous than formerly. I went out several times with some of my 
old chums, and had some very fair ehootlng, which I enjoyed 
very much; but the great source of enjoyment wae the traveling 
over the same old grounds with the same old companions of years 
ago. 8ome of them even carried the same old muzzle loading 
gune that they used the laet time I hunted with them. We eat 
under the same trees to eat our lunch, and at times I could not 
realize that I had been gone a day. Years of adventure, how¬ 
ever, have left their mark upon me, and tell me plainly that 
those days were passed long ago. This Is not what I Intended 
to write, but as I sat down I have written the thoughts that first 
came Into my mind. 

I returned to Colorado in November, Intending to hunt till 
January 1st, at which time our hunting season closes, but the past 
has been the most unfavorable season that I have ever known In 
this country, and my hunting has amounted to but very little. 
Game of all kinds has been very Bcarce, and but little has been 
killed. We have bad very cold weather, and very deep snows In 
the mountains. I have noticed th6 different articles in the Cai- 
caoo Field on hawks, and am glad that the subject le likely to 
receive proper attention. I believe as much small game is de¬ 
stroyed by them as by sportsmen. A few years ago Colorado 
was literally overrun with hawks of every description, so much 
so that they were a real nuisance. They were particularly plenty 
about the sloughs and winds during the duck shooting season. 
Several times I have Men ducks crippled which, before they 
struck the ground or water, were caught by hawks. Once at a 
pigeon shoot I saw a bird hard hit, but before It fell, or got out 
of bouuds a hawk, till then uneeen, darted out of a tree, and 
caught It. When we are shooting ducks the sound of our guns 
Instead of frightening them away seems to attract them, and I 
sometimes think that they get the bang of It as coyotes do of an¬ 
telope banting. I have often noticed that where there was the 
moat shooting on the plains there you would fiDd the most 
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coyotes. They seem to associate the sound of guns with plenty 
to eat In the way of entrails and cripples. 

Four years ago a law was passed, offering a bounty of twenty- 
five cents on each hawk’s head. The result Is that hawks are 
not at all plenty, and there Is a great Increase In small birds. 
Hawks were so plenty here that one could make big wages shoot¬ 
ing them. I killed twenty In three hours, and twelve In two 
hours at another time. We have one very small hawk here that I 
have seen catch grasshoppers,and that ts all that I can say In favor 
of any of the species. We have another bird here that Is about as 
much of a pest as the hawk, and that Is the magpie, which, per¬ 
haps, destroys as many small birds as the hs#k. They will rob 
every neat of Its eggs, and will kill young chickens. They are a 
great nuisance to the hunters, especially In the mountains, as they

In your Issue of February 19, Vail tells us how to load with 
buckshot to get the best results. I am glad he tells us, for I have 
tried It for years aod don't know of any better way, though I 
use but half a wad Instead of a whole one, as by doing bo I get 
just as good results and experience much less recoil. I seldom 
use buckshot, but when I do I load that way. As a general 
thing, when game Is too arge or at too great a distance, for fine 
shot, I prefer a rifle. 

I like the Idea of sportsmen telling each other of all these little 
notions, as there are a good many things yet to be learned by the 
best informed, and no one man knows all the little tricks In the 
bustneas. For the benefit of those who never tried It and who 
still use the muzzle-loader, I will tell how I have often eucceeded 
In firing a gun that had repeatedly missed fire. I clean out the 
nipple with a pin, and then drive a piece of dry pine wood Into 
It, then break the wood off, and it will usually discharge with 
the first cap. Then with the muzzle down, explode another cap 
and your gun is all clear. 

The Chicago Field comes to me regularly, and is always a 
welcome guest. The New-Year’s number was Just butno. I con¬ 
gratulate you ou your success, and upon the bold and noble 
stand you take for the right In all matters, and I wish you abun¬ 
dant prosperity.

Alabama Game Notes—A German Mode of Killing Hawks. 

Athens Ala 

Editor Chicago Field: —We have had a very severe Winter 
for this latitude, but quails are doing well. I think we have 
here one of the finest quall-ahootlng regions In the United StateB, 
and I am surprised that more Northern sportsmen do not visit 
us, where quails are 60 plentiful and the climate so pleasant, and 
enjoy a few days shooting In October or November. Hawks and 
trappers destroy a great many quails, and I, In return, endeavor 
to annihilate every hawk and demolish every trap I can find. 

I see the sportsmen at the North are uniting to kill tbe hawks. 
In my native country, Germany, we would get rid of them with 
tbe aid of tbe large ear owl called “Uhu.” My father, who 
owned very large preserves In one of the best game regions of 
Germany—In the Dukedom of Anhalt—would always keep ou 
hand two of these large owls, procuriog them from the southern 
portion of France, out of the Ardenne mountains. We would 
keep them In a little stall, feeding them on mice, small birds, or 
crows. Upon some high, open places In the preserves, we would 
prepare dens In tbe ground, five feet deep, and five or six feet 
square, roofed over with rails covered with dirt, just enough ele¬ 
vated above the surface to leave room for a shooting bole about 
twelve Inches wide, and ten Inches high. Opposite the shooting 
hole steps led down Into the ground and to a door which gave 
admission to the den. From eighteen to twenty paces in front 
of the shooting hole, we would erect a sort of scaffold, consisting 
of two posts three feet high, sustaining a cross-piece, to which we 
would fasten the owl. By placing a cap over the owl’s head, 
when caught, we could carry It anywhere upon our arm. We 
would fasten the owl to the croBs-plece, tied by one leg, with a 
leathern string about two feet In length, so that It would have 
room to walk about. The owl would not be there long until the 
hawks, If there were any in the neighborhood, would come 
swooping and diving at the owl, when we would have the sport of 
shooting them, and feel at the safne time that we were protecting 
the game. I have, from my den, seen the hawks coming from 
miles away, and It Is astonishing, though It Is day, how far the 
owl can see the hawk. You can always tell when a hawk Is ap¬ 
proaching by watching the actions of the owl. It takes a good 
shot to kill the hawk as he comes dodging and swooping down. 
There are numbers of large owls In the river bottoms here, and I 
propose to capture one or two aud prepare a den ready for use 
next Winter, 

There are a good many bevies of quails In my Immediate neigh¬ 
borhood, from which I shoot but seldom, and then only when 
some special friend arrives. I feed these during the Winter. I 
take large thorns and brush, about six feet long, and have them 
tied In large bundles, and set them up against each other tent 
fashion, leaving a Bmall opening at each end. Under these I 
scatter oats; the quails finding It out very soon, come regularly 
every day for their meals, and the hawks cannot disturb them or 
follow them uuder such cover. 

Our county has hot petitioned for the game law, and If we had 
one It would not avail much, for we have no sportsmen to see It 
enforced, and I, being a foreigner, could not do It by myself. 

We have a very fine river bottom for turkeys, squirrels and 
ducks, two or three miles from here, and about thirty miles dis¬ 
tant, up the Tennessee river, we have an abundance of deer. I 
go there every Fall for a two weeks’ hunt. 

You must pardon the length of this letter, but when the heart 
!s full, the mouth will run over. I have been a hunter from a lit¬ 
tle boy, while all of my ancestors, so far as we know, have been 
experienced and enthusiastic foresters In the Prussian kingdom. 

I have hunted the bear and elk In the Prussian forest, the wild 
boar and noble deer In the northeastern portion of Prussia, and 
have been at many a large drive for hares, generally winding up 
with a glase of good punch, and a game of whist Id the evening, 
spiced occasionally with Borne of those wonderful hunting stories, 
told so often that tbe narrator finally believes and would swear 
tboy had actually happened. I often think I would like to give 
the readers of the Chicago Field some of thoee hunting experi¬ 
ences, but wnenever I try to put them In English they appear to 
lose their flavor, and the fine polish which seems to accompany 
their narration In the language of the land of their happening.

Mr. Hotx Replies to Harry Woodland and X. 

8ACRAMENTO, CAL. 

Editor Chicago Field: —It appears I have stirred up quite a 
hornet’s nest by tbe exceptions I took to Harry Woodland's arti¬ 
cle In relation to the proper loading of guns, for I find a scien¬ 
tific article on the velocity of shot, and the right way to hold on 
a bird In order to kill It, in the Chicago Field of April 3, which 
was written with a view of correcting my Ideas on the subject. 
I have also read another article from Harry WoodlaDd, In which 
he still sticks to his original assertion In regard to the efficacy of 
three drains of powder aod one and one-half ounce of shot, with 


the difference now, that If a man will use “tbrlbble T” shot 
(whatever that may be) be will be able to kill a “wild goose" or 
a m°? buDdred y arde ' 1 »uppose too, that If a man load 
w ,J, ,,, tbat quantity of powder, and a half ounce ball, he 
could kill the same objects half a mile away; but as the article I 
wrote was In reference to the proper load for the purpose of 
killing game with shot, I consider he has wandered away from 
the subject, and I still stick to my assertion that the powder 
must be increased and shot decreased In quantity, to kill at great 
distances; in other words, If, as he says, with three drama of 
powder and one and one-half ounces of “thrlbble T’» Bhot (terrt- 
. WOald be more “PP ro PUate) he caD kill a man or goose 
I Rm confident he can kill much farther than 
tbat with four and one-half drams of powder aDd one and one- 
quarter ounce of the TTT’e. 

Woodland aleo says that with six drams of powder and one 
ounce No. 8 shot, I could kill neither goose nor man at 100 yards, 
lf L U8ed a poun(i °* powder could I shoot the No. 8 shot 
through an Inch pine board at that distance, which the TTT’s 
easily pierce. Now, how is It, that lf Mr. Woodland Is correct, 
and that three drams of powder and one and one-half ounces of 
shot will produce the greatest killing effect, that the men who 
shoot In matches for money, and where the end to be accom¬ 
plished Is to kill as many birds as possible, use from five to six 
drams of the best powder obtainable, and even in matches shot 
at the extreme distance (31 yards) use no larger than No. 7 shot, 
oftener No. 8 shot and quite often No. 9 shot. That these men, 
who thus shoot, know what they are about Is evidenced by the 
scores they make, and from the experience some of them have 
had as market gunners. That the birds killed (pigeons) are as 
hard to kill as any bird that flies, with probably the exception 
perhaps of some of the hawk family, any one who ever shot 
them knows, and I feel confident, that if the most experienced 
of these men bad to take their choice between the three drams of 
powder and one and one-half ounces of No. 6 shot, advocated by 
Woodland, or the five drams of powder and one ounce of No. 8 
shot, the preference would be for the latter load. What such 
loading would accomplish at from fifty to one hundred yards I 
have no idea, for Mr. Woodland has either found an extraordl- 
nary brand of powder, and le the possessor of a remarkable shoot- 
Ing gun,or I and my frlendB have both of a very Inferior quality; 
for If we do once In a while kill a bird at fifty yards It Is very, 
very exceptional. Over that distance it is only a waste of am¬ 
munition to shoot at them. 

In regard to the scientific letter of Mr. X., I can only say that 
after he found out (to hts satisfaction) bow fast birds fly, aud 
the velocity of shot, he has established, In his mind, the grand 
theory that If you want to kill ducks and birds of similar Bight, 
at from forty to sixty yardB, you must hold ahead of the bird 
from twelve to eighteen feet or score a miss. As he says to kill 
one in three shots Is a good average, I suppose he must have 
proved his theory, by experience. The great mystery to me U, 
how he ever killed any. j. y Hotz. 


Game in the Bad Lands. 


Cantonment, Bad Lands, 1 
Little Missouri River, D. T. f 
Editor Chicago Fihld: —8tnce I last wrote you there baa 
been very little going on In the shape of hunting. Mr. E. G. 
Paddock, of this place, and myself, started out for a day's hunt 
last week, but as it was rather late in tbe day wheu we started, 
we did not expect to see much. We struck out in a southwest¬ 
erly direction, toward Sentinel Butte, a distance of about ten 
miles, and did not see anything but two jack rabbits, which we 
fired at but missed. Our shots started a fine buck (black tall) 
deer, whose track we followed for about four miles before he 
showed himself, and when he did show up be was so far away we 
did not get a 6hot at him. After traveling around until nearly 
dark, and not seeing anything, we started home, and when 
within five miles of there we routed a band of not leas than fif¬ 
teen deer, black tails and cotton tails. We got three of them, 
and would have secured more, I think, but It was so dark we 
could not fall on them. 

The two Indian scouts manage to get some deer nearly every 
time they go out. They killed three mountain sheep, and a deer 
the other day. I had a talk with them, and asked them if they 
saw many deer while they were hunting. They replied, “ Me see 
very little deer, game scarce, too many trappers.” 

Mr. Paddock had to go up the river last week, a distance of 
about forty miles, and he said if he saw one deer he must have 
seen a hundred and fifty, but they were a good way up. As soon 
as the river falls so that we can cross It, we expect to go up and 
canip out for a few days, and see what we can do. If I go I will 
give you a description of the hunt In my next. The antelopeB 
are still In tbe Bad Lands, but the river is bo high that we can 
not get at them, as they are on the other side. Wolves are plen¬ 
tiful, and are being killed In great numbers. Mr. Moore, post 
trader at the Cantonment, bas made quite a sum by buying and 
shipping skins East this Winter; he has just sent a car load to 
Chicago. 

Mr. Howard Eaton, of Pittsburgh, Penn., will be amoDg us 
again In a few days, which Is very good news to tbe boys around 
here. Mr. Eaton made a great many friends during bis stay 
amoDg the hills, and he was greatly missed when he had to leave 
for the East last Fall. We are In hopes he will at this time be 
able to make us a longer visit than bis last one. When he first 
came out here he was what Is called a tender foot, but It did not 
take long for him to get hardened, and now It would be difficult 
to find a better shot or hunter any where. This training is due 
to Mr. Paddock, who took him In charge, and taught him the 
manual, and now I think he can stand ou a footing with any of 
the old trappers around here. E. P. 


Shooting Around St. Joseph. 

8t. Joseph, Mo. 

Editor Chioago Field :—8prlng shooting has opened here 
with a boom, and ducks by tbe million; the lakes and Btreams 
all full of water, In fact almost too much water, as one has to 
wade all the time. 

I think 8t. Joe Is one of the best places for Spring aud Fall 
shooting In tbe West. As soon as the ducks aud geese arrive 
from the 8outb lu the Spring, our sportsmen take the chain of 
lakes south of us ou the Missouri river bottom, extending from 
five to twenty-five miles, while from four to eix passenger trains 
pass each way dally on the K. C. 8t Joe & C. B. R. R., and as 
nearly all the train men are sportsmen, they try and make It 
pleasant for those that come and go with them. 

In these lakes we get our early shooting, also our very late 
ahootlDg In the Fall. As the season grows later, we follow the 
flight for one hundred miles to the north on the K. C., St. Joe & 
C. B. R. R., and its branches. On the Missouri river bottom 
there are Innumerable lakes and marshes, and some of the best 
feeding grounds In tbe West, and one can find fair accommoda¬ 
tions at almost any of the lakes. 

The gun store of Captain F. G. Hopkins Is headquarters for 
all the sportsmen, where tbe latest and beet Information on 
shooting can be bad. 
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Captain Hopkins carries the "broom” so far this Spring for an 
evening and morning shoot, he having gathered and returned 
fifty-two mallards, and reported thirteen down that he could not 
gather. Fred Erb, Jr., has made a number of excellent bags; 
also many of the members of the dubs here. 

Blue wing teals and Wilson snipes put in their first appearance 
this week, and quite a number were killed, also some curlews. 
With two weeks’ pleasant weather now, Wilson snipe shooting

A Deer Hnnt In Florida that Ended In u Tiger Hunt. 

Putnam, Conn. 

EnrroR Chicago Field: —The famous “Nutallka” swamp or 
hammock, an Indian name, which signifies, “ much good flint for 
arrows,*’ extends from the Gulf hammock, nearly across Her- 
nando county, and abounds In large game, deer, bears, wild tur¬ 
keys, and the Florida tiger or largo panther, and a few wild cat¬ 
tle and wild hogs. Deer were very abundant, but the uuderbrush 
was so thick that deer would spring up wlthlu a few yards and 
dart away without giving the hunter a glimpse, and the tantaliz¬ 
ing, electrifying thrashing of bushes, was sometimes quite fright¬ 
ening to weak nerves, as we knew there were tigers In the 
swamp. My colored man of all work was as good a fellow as 
ever lived, and a good shot, faithful and obliging. He had often 
told me that In the running season, the easiest way to hunt deer 
was to “tree call» them. Take two deer horns and go to their 
crossings, and climbing Into a swamp oak, build a bush blind, 
then with a piece of bark, rolled up, to call or Imitate a bleat 
while lighting, then knock the horns together as bucks would 
while flgbtiog; this, If carefully conducted, would call deer If 

within hearing. . . . 

The day was just right, cloudy, without wind, when my man 
and I went out some two miles ioto the hammock, to the good 
place ” he knew of, and climbing the tree about thirty feet to a 
crotch, we soon had a good blind; and with the home, tied with 
a two-foot string, hung round my neck, and with a double-barrel 
shot gun and rifle in a favorable position, my man left me and 
returned to the house. . 

It was understood that he should listen, and If I fired and 
then blew my hunting horn (which I always carried), that he 
should come at once with my other double gun and hls old dog. 
After he bad been gone a half hour, I carefully commenced call¬ 
ing, and rubbing, and knocking the horna together, at short In¬ 
tervals. In the course of an hour It seemed dull, and I had be¬ 
gun to get tired of It, when I saw three deer, 200 yards away, 
coming cautiously toward me. I was now very careful not to 
reveal myself by any movement or noise. They kept walking 
toward me till within seventy-five yards, when stopping and look¬ 
ing to one side a moment, they bouoded away os If frightened. 

I looked very carefully to ascertain what alarmed them. I 
soon saw a large tawny, yellow-colored creature about seventy- 
five yards away, slowly and carefully coming toward the tree. It 
continued to approach until within fifty yards, when, as It raised 
up over a fallen tree or log, I saw it was a tiger. He slowly- 
crept along, and wheu within about forty yards I carefully cocked 
my rifle and brought It to my shoulder. He saw me at that, instant 
and crouched upon hls belly; I was very excited but took careful 
atm and fired; the creature hounded Into the air and threaped 
around aa If dying, but soon seemed to come to, walking di¬ 
rectly toward my tree, and before I wa6 aware of it he was whe^e 
I could not sec to shoot. I at once took up my gun which was 
loaded with buckshot, and kept a careful lookout. Aa I could 
not see the tiger and feared he might climb the tree, I was un¬ 
der great excitement. I took my horn and blew a blast wltb all 
my might. The foliage was so thick I could not see the tiger, 
yet I was carefully on the defensive. I heard the faint answer 
and soon my man was In sight; I called to him to hold on to hls 
dog, and approach carefully for I had shot at and wounded a 
tiger He circled around and approached over a clearing, while 
I at the same time alowly and carefully descended, seeing no 
tiger. I told him about my shooting; we found blood under the 
tree, and encouraging the old dog, he slowly led off. We kept 
close to him, with guns cocked. This was a moment of great 
excitement; we saw blood at every stop. After following some 
two hundred yards the dog began to growl savagely, aod we used 
great caution. Passing up a little rise we saw the tiger sitting 
upon hls haunches, broadside to, some twenty-five feet away. Hls 
head was covered with blood. I stood spell-bound; but my man, 
taking careful aim, shot at hla head. The tiger sprang forward, 
and the old dog dodging to one aide, clinched him. The tiger 

was soon dead. . , , .. , 

On examination I found my ball had struck close to and below 
the eye, near the nose, and passing down through the tougue, 
broke the under jaw. We drew him iuto the bushes and returned 
' home. My mau said the neighbors would be so glad be was 
killed they would come and bring him out. Developments 
showed us that our gender was at fault, for It proved to be a large 
1 female. One old man said It was the same one that killed his 

colt three years before, for he then saw her. She was fat; the 

’ meat looked nice and like pork. My man cooked some of the 
> loin and we ate it, and although prejudiced, I must admit it 
■ tasted aweet and good; the most of the whole saddle was eaten 
by our different neighbors. G- 


Com berm ere Abbey. 


The visit of the EmpresB of Austria to England, for the hunt¬ 
ing season, has created a great excitement in hunting circles, aod 
has consequently proved a prolific source of news for the English 
dally as well as sporting press. In the Illustrated Sporting and 
Dramatic Newt we find the following description of Combermere 
Abbey, the residence of the Empress during her visit to Eng- 

Combermere Abbey, with its Ivy-clad walls, dates Its history 
back to the year 1133, wheu a grant of land was made by one 
Hugh Malbank, Earl of Nant.wlch, and Petronel, hls wife. It Is 
recorded that the family seat of the Cotton family, previous to 
the conquest, was Cotoo, In Shropshire, where Sir Hugh Cotton, 
In the reign of King John, married Elizabeth Hammond, of Tit- 
ley, Cheshire. Ab recently as 1795, when Sir Robert Cotton was 
msklng some alterations to the building, he found a atone tablet 
on which was the following Inscription : 

•* ‘Maslr. Richard Cotton and sons three. 

Both for their pleasure and coinmodilic, 

Thla building aid edifle. 

In fifteen hundred and Blxty threc.’ 

" Among the earlier history of the Abbey, one Richard Donne 
was excommunicated for the carrying off by him and bis accom¬ 
plices of the Lady de Beebe, and died outside of the pale of the 
church. After hie death, In an Injunction was forwarded to the 
•discreet men, the Abbots of the Monastery of Combermere and 
Vale Royal, etc.,’ rescinding the order, and bis body was to be 
absolved In due form, providing hls penitence was manifest while 
living. At the abolition, In 1533, of monastic orders by that vac¬ 
illating King, Henry VIII, the abbey was granted to Sir George 
Cotton, and the deed of endowment Is still In existence. Com¬ 
bermere Abbey Is situated three miles from Wrenbury, on the 
London & Northwestern line. The mansion Is the beau ideal of 
an English nobleman’s seat, surrounded with a park of 900 
acren, and picturesquely situated on the banks of the celebrated 
mere that in some places is fathomless. The building may be 
said to be In the pointed Gothic style, though many of the old 
walls remain, and the cloisters sre still traceable. We are In¬ 
formed that the capacity of the abbey is snflficlent to accommodate 
alxty-flve of the Empress' suite and retainers. The windows In 
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Her Majesty's apartments have been doubled, and the doors 
heightened. The library Is to be used as a clupol, and 1 6 
adorned with some rare old oak carviogs, with the arms of 
Henry VIII, the endower of the abbey. Another Interesting 
room Is the Orange room, so called because William of Orange 
slept In It before the battle of the Boyne. The bed Is at the pres¬ 
ent time adorned with orange bangings. The breakfast-room, 
which Is occupied by Priocc Liechtenstein, was formerly called 
the ‘dead house,’ and for this reason; when open house wus 
kept, and carousing went on, as the guests got in a stupefied 
condition they were littered down lu straw in this room. The 
entrance hall Is worthy of the noble pile. It abounds with old 
Indian armor, weapous, shields, and colors brought back from 
the wars by tbe gallaut hero of many fights, Viscount Comber- 
mere. A curious history Is attached to a portrait of Catherine 
de Barra, dated 1508. The story goes she had six husbands, mid 
coming back from the burial of the last a proposal of marriage 
was made to her, when she expressed her sorrow, and said she 
had accepted one on the way to the Interment. Adjoining Her 
Majesty’s bedroom a gymnasium has been fitted up for her 
especial use.” 

Six Week*’ Hunting in Wisconsin. 

Peru, Ind. 

Editor Chicago Field:— We, Hank and I, left the Hoosier 
state November 4, and upon arriving In Chicago boarded at odcc 
the Chicago & Northwestern R. R. train, reaching Fort Howard, 
WIs., at four o'clock the next morning, and after a drive of 
eighteen miles over a sandy road, through tall pines, made, camp 
the same night. The first thing the next morning was to build 
a shanty, which was accomplished In good style, though It took 
nearly all day. After "backing” our stove, which we bad bor¬ 
rowed of a neighboring farmer, through three miles of swamp, 
and having completed getting everylblug else In shape, we 
thought wo would try for "first blood,” and aa wc both under¬ 
stood our business, we concluded not to bet on tbe event. Hank 
carried a shot-gun, while I had a inchester rifle, which had 
done me good service lu tbe past, and we were accompanied by 
two good bird dogs. You may think It strange that we should 
use bird dogs for hunting deer, but I would rather have them 
than bounds to drive deer with in the swamps, when they arc 
properly broken to It. 

It took us about two weeks to learn the ground, after getting 
everything our own way, but after that we bad grand sport. 

Well, as to “first blood,” it came about in this way. As we 
«ere walking through a swale, the dogs started a doe, wheu up 
came ray Winchester rifle, and bang It went. Hank was on the 
opposite side of tbe branch, and ttie doe, after I fired, kept on 
straight toward him, and immediately bang, bang, went llauk's 
gun. Crossing over, I saw my friend swinging Ills hat, and cry¬ 
ing “First blood," and as wo both stood by the dead deer, he 
pulled out hls pocket flask, and saylug "Here’s luck,’’ swigged 
away and replaced It in bis pocket. How do you think I felt 
about that time! Well, I was not satisfied, and taking the deer 
by the leg, I turned him over In search of bullet marks, for I 
kuew my Winchester never told a lie, and upon examining her 
hind parts, I found to my surprise, the bullet bole from my rifle. 

It was now my turn, and Hank did not kuow what to 6ay, hut 
finally, pulllug out tbe original flask, and handing It to me, In- 
said, "Drink it all,” which, just to oblige a friend, I did. 

Just before breaking up camp, we tried to see what, we could 
do In tbe way of killing deer. We started at six o'clock in the 
morning, and at four o’clock In the afternoon, wc had five strung 
up; I having been fortunate euough to kill two out of tbreesbots 
with my rifle. 

Returning to our shanty, I commenced preparing for supper, 
and Hank went into the adjacent swamp to procure some dry 
cedar for kindling the fire. Thinking be had been gone long 
enough, I went In search of him, aod, to my surprise, found him 
In the top of a small sapling, hatleas, and the wind blowing hard, 
caused his gray hair to Btlck out almost straight., As I ap¬ 
proached him, he startled me with the Information that a bear 
was after him, and 1 hastened back to camp for my rille, think¬ 
ing all the time, “Bear tor supper.” To get a good chance at 
the point where he located Bruin, I had to mount the top of some 
down timber, when after getting in position, I discovered that 
what Hank called bear, was only a large black dog, feeding on 
the carcass of a dead deer. I forbear, upon my friend s account, 
to tell you what passed during the next few minutes. 

Our “ bag " for the trip was seventeen deer, eleven grouse, 
five minks, and eight coons. Poor.

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John Nicholson, he said, could not be beaten for ability, energy 
and constancy of purpose, either In the field or on the bank of a 
stream • hla endurance knew no bounds, kind hearted and gener- 
a i, e 'was ever ready to help the horse up hill, seine for min¬ 
nows, chop wood, skin deer, clean fish, or make himself useful 
whenever called upon. 

Wirt Hughes was a Jolly fellow, full of wit and humor, but 
unused to rough life; his dress was more neat than appropriate 
lor such an occasion, Oxford ties and silk stockings, not being 
exactly the “cbuse” for the South Harpeth country. 

Natt, the porter, cook, hostler, and Jebu to the party, was 
nothing to boast of, though he was a willing darkey, and tried 
to do his best to please everyone.

Perham, Mi NN.— Editor Chicago Field. — In answer to A. M. 
G., Columbia, Pa., and for the benefit of all hunters, I will en¬ 
deavor to give an account of this region, the sportsmen’s para¬ 
dise. In the first place, market hunters are not wanted here, 
nor would they be tolerated, as the settlers rely largely upon 
game for sustenance. The first years In a new country are al¬ 
ways rather hard; in fact, many would suffer were It not for the 
game. Ae the country settles up and Improves, game la sup¬ 
planted by domestic fowls, cattle, hogs, etc. In spite of game 
laws this Is always the ease. Take the older countries, and the 
places where we, as boys, shot game, are now all built over. 
Even Chicago was ouce a grand place for fur, fin and feather; as 
It Is now, only of another kind. To those In search of a good 
time In general we offer catup sites on our beautiful lukes and 
Btreams, with water as pure ae crystal; duck, snipe aud goose 
shooting on any of them In season, September 1, and bass, pick¬ 
erel, wall- eyed pike, huge sun fish, perch, muscalonge, red and 
white horse (mullets) and white-fish so numerous as to almost 
obstruct the water ways. The woods are well stocked with deer 
ready for the eportsman from November 1 to December 15, mon¬ 
ster rabbits, or Northern hares, sharp tails, prairie chickens, 
ruffed grouse, plovers and pigeons. Bears, wolves, lynx, wild 
cats, muskrats, and others sre found, but not In sufficient num- 
here to pay trappers, as the Indians have cleaned them out. Moose 
and caribou are things of the past—I expect Hallock Is 
the nearest point for them—none In Tcdd county. In fact, 
game is not any too plenty, owtog to the rapid settling 
up of these parts—almost every section of laud has one 
or two families on It, sometimes four or five—but for all that, 
for true sport, not money making, tbU region beats them all; 
the camp pot need never be empty for tbe want of fin and 
feather. To those who like tbe tramp, and sufficient g,ame for 
an abundant camp supply, 1 say, come to Perham; and to those 
also, who would enjoy one hundred rulles or more of water travel 
on splendid streams, through lakes and a well settled country, 
or through wilds, 1 say come. Bring any kind of tackle, as the 
fish will bite at anything; any kind of a gun, good, bad or ln- 
dlffereut will do, as long as the shooter is satisfied, for, even 
though he mlSBeB a thousand shots a day, he’ll kill enough to 
eat, and that Is all we want In these parts. Boats, tents, camp 
equipage and edibles can be obtained here at very reasonable 
rates; don’t pay freights which are enormous on extra baggage. 
Before starting, write mo how many ladles and gentlemen, or 
gentlemen alone are In the party, aud I will arrange matters for 
you here. I will show true sportsmen every courtesy within my 
power, and help place them In a country that for beauty, health 
and the facilities for pleasure, can not be beaten.
